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'Cats  look  to  carry  over  indoor  successes

The  Bearcats  are  ready  for 
a  breakout  outdoor  season 
after  having  seven  athletes 
make  the  national  meet  last 
season,  and  four  make  the 
indoor  meet  this  year. 

"We  want  to  have  even 
more  National  qualifiers/' 
head  coach  Scott  Lorek 
said.  "We  want  to  get  more 
competitive  within  our 
league,  and  I'm  just  looking 
forward  to  the  whole  thing. 
We're  definitely  more  of  an 
outdoor  team,  so  now  we're 
really  going  to  head  in  to  what 
is  more  of  our  season." 

Seniors  Ben  McKim 
and  Emily  Churchman,  and 
sophomores  Tyler  Shaw  and 
Angela  Adams  all  made  the 
National  indoor  meet,  and 


Lorek  is  expecting  them  to 
do  the  same  in  the  outdoor 
season. 

McKim  and  Shaw  are 
returning  All-Americans  after 
McKim  claimed  the  National 
runner-up  spot  in  the  shot 
put,  and  Shaw  placed  fourth 
in  the  110-meter  hurdles. 

"For  discus  and  hammer, 
I  want  to  make  the  National 
meet,"  McKim  said.  "For  shot 
put,  because  it's  my  favorite,  I 
want  to  improve.  I  was  second 
last  year  and  you  always  want 
to  shoot  for  first.  I'm  hoping 
just  to  get  better  and  to  the 
point  where  I  maybe  compete 
for  first  in  the  nation." 

With  a  few  key  athletes 
still  on  the  mend,  Lorek  is 
expecting  others  to  step  up  in 
their  absence. 

"Boy  there's  a  lot,"  Lorek 
said.  "Just  all  of  them.  I  think 


we  have  a  lot  of  women's 
distance  runners  that  can 
stand  out.  I'm  looking  for 
our  men's  distance  runners  to 
come  through  in  the  outdoor 
season.  I  think  we  have  some 
guys  that  can  do  it;  they're 
kind  of  unheard  of  indoors, 
but  we're  going  to  change 
that.  We've  got  a  few  surprises 
for  the  rest  of  the  league." 

Lorek  said  that  one  of 
the  big  differences  between 
indoor  and  outdoor  is  that 
it  is  easier  for  athletes  to 
stay  healthy  once  they  get 
outside. 

"We've  had  to  modify 
training  so  much,"  Lorek 
said.  "From  an  injury  stand 
point.  I'm  looking  forward  to 
getting  outside.  Also,  we  can 
do  more  with  our  training. 
It's  all  weather  related,  but  it 
makes  a  big  difference  because 


of  all  the  modifications  we 
have  to  make  in  January  and 
February  just  to  get  through 
the  season." 

The  Bearcats  open  up  the 
outdoor  season  March  20  at 
the  Tulsa  Invitational  in  Tulsa, 
Okla. 

Before  they  can  head  to 
Tulsa,  a  trip  to  New  Mexico 
is  needed  to  determine 
how  many  All-Americans 
Northwest  will  be  sending  to 
Oklahoma. 

McKim  has  big  goals  set 
for  himself  to  finish  off  his 
outdoor  career. 

"First  thing  is,  I  want  to 
break  60  (feet),"  McKim  said. 
"I'm  three  inches  away.  Of 
course,  I  want  to  be  an  All- 
American.  That's  what  I  hope 
to  be.  I  want  to  go  down  and 
compete.  It's  elevated  there. 
Everyone's  a  lot  better."

The  men's  and  women's  ten¬ 
nis  teams  are  back  in  action  as 
they  opened  their  season's  on  Fri¬ 
day  in  Topeka,  Kan. 

The  men's  team  won  both 
games  against  Nebraska-Kearney 
and  Newman. 

The  'Cats  beat  Nebraska- 
Kearney  8-1,  and  then  went  on  to 
beat  Newman  5-2. 

"The  men's  team  is  ranked 
24th  in  the  country,"  head  coach 
Mark  Rosewell  said.  "Our  goals 
are  to  win  the  Conference  tourna¬ 
ment,  Regional  tournament,  and 
go  on  to  the  National  tournament. 
We  have  a  young  man  ranked 
44th  in  the  nation,  and  a  doubles 
team  that  is  regionally  ranked." 

The  men's  team  lost  last  sea¬ 
son's  No.  1  player,  Daniel  Usieto, 


who  was  ranked  as  high  as  22nd 
nationally  with  doubles  partner 
Vijit  Sehgal,  and  ranked  39th  na¬ 
tionally  in  singles  play. 

"He  was  a  very  good  player," 
Rosewell  said.  "He  is  our  assistant 
coach  now  so  he  will  stick  around 
and  help  all  of  the  players  out." 

The  men's  team  travels  to 
Marshall,  Mo.,  Tuesday  to  take  on 
Missouri  Valley. 

The  men's  team  had  their 
home  opener  at  2  p.m.  on 
Wednesday  against  Ferris  State. 
Results  were  not  available  as  of 
press  time. 

The  women's  team  only 
played  one  game  on  Friday  and 
won  6-2  over  Newman. 

"We  are  the  defending  Re¬ 
gional  champions  and  we're  hop¬ 
ing  to  win  that  again,"  Rosewell 
said.  "We're  ranked  and  we 
would  also  like  to  win  the  Con-

The  Bearcat  softball  team 
looks  to  gain  experience  and 
confidence  for  its  nine  fresh¬ 
men  as  the  'Cats  head  toward 
conference  play. 

"We  start  five  freshmen, 
sometimes  six  including  the 
pitcher/'  head  coach  Ryan 
Anderson  said.  "The  more 
we  play,  the  more  it's  going  to 
help.  Right  now  we  just  need 
confidence." 

One  freshman  is  really 
starting  to  settle  in  for  the  'Cats. 
That's  pitcher  Jenna  Cregger. 

Cregger  pitched  the  'Cats 
first  no-hitter  since  2006  in 
a  tournament  game  against 
Oklahoma  Panhandle  State. 


"With  all  of  our  pitchers, 
just  being  on  dirt  makes  them 
more  comfortable,"  Anderson 
said.  "When  we  are  pitching 
here,  we  are  on  a  perfectly  flat 
surface.  Then  we  go  to  these 
tournaments  and  we're  pitch¬ 
ing  on  dirt  and  with  holes. 
We've  just  got  to  get  use  to  that 
again." 

The  'Cats  have  competed 
in  four  tournaments  so  far  this 
season,  and  take  an  8-9  record 
into  their  next  tournament. 

"These  games  are  huge, 
especially  with  us  being 
so  young,"  Anderson  said. 
"We've  got  to  work  out  the 
kinks,  gain  some  momentum 
and  gain  some  confidence 
going  into  conference  play. 
In  conference,  it  doesn't  mat¬ 


ter  who  you're  going  to  play 
because  you  can  get  beat  by 
anyone.  We've  got  to  get  ready 
for  that." 

With  all  the  new  faces  on 
the  'Cats'  roster,  it's  always 
nice  to  have  some  veteran 
leadership  on  the  field. 

Senior  Erin  Leslie  has 
stepped  up  for  the  'Cats  in 
record-breaking  fashion  to 
kick-off  the  2010  season.  Leslie 
became  Northwest's  all-time 
leading  scorer  after  she  scored 
three  times  against  Northeast¬ 
ern  State.  She's  crossed  the 
plate  128  times  in  her  career. 

Northwest  will  return  to 
action  on  Saturday  and  Sun¬ 
day.  The  'Cats  will  head  to  St. 
Joseph,  Mo.,  for  the  Missouri 
Western  Tournament.

Both  had  solid  outings 
in  the  early  parts  of  the  season. 

Tate  threw  a  complete-game, 
two-hitter  in  a  win  against  Mis¬ 
souri  S&T  in  his  second  start  of 
the  season. 

Green  threw  a  complete- 
game,  no-hitter,  also  in  his  second 


start,  against  Arkansas  Tech;  an¬ 
other  Bearcat  victory. 

In  the  field,  senior  outfielder 
Brandon  Kirsch  has  a  .364  batting 
average  and  senior  catcher /des¬ 
ignated  hitter  Landinn  Echardt  is 
batting  .297. 

The  first  home  game  is  sched¬ 
uled  for  2  p.m.,  March  19  as  the 
Bearcats  open  a  series  against 
Missouri  Southern.

Scarbrough  and  pitcher/ 
outfielder  Michael  Butler. 

All  four  players  are 
returning  starters,  and 
Scarbrough  believes  those 
players  will  play  a  vital  role 
in  bringing  the  young  players 
along  in  varsity  baseball. 

Scarbrough  is  really 
excited  for  the  upcoming 
season.

With  15  players  returning  from  the 
team  that  went  11-7  last  season,  head  coach 
Bayo  Oludaja  has  high  expectations  for  the 
Spoofhound  girls'  soccer  team.

The  team  only  lost  four  seniors  from 
last  year,  but  lost  an  additional  three  due  to 
scheduling  conflicts  that  wouldn't  allow  those 
players  to  participate. 

"We  have  several  new  girls  and  I  want 
them  to  have  such  a  positive  experience, 
that  they  want  to  come  back  and  stay  in  the 
program,"  Oludaja  said. 

With  practice  just  a  week  in,  Oludaja  said 
he  was  impressed  with  the  girls'  attitudes. 

"The  first  three  days,  we  really  drilled 
them,"  Oludaja  said.  "It  was  purely 
conditioning.  It's  hard  for  them,  especially  if 
they  haven't  been  keeping  up  with  something 
physical.  So,  just  to  see  them  sticking  with  it, 
because  some  of  them  had  real  difficulties  the 
first  couple  days,  I  think  that's  very  positive. 
That  goes  a  long  way  in  terms  of  what  we  can 
accomplish  this  season." 

The  team  suffered  several  injury  problems 


last  season,  with  several  key  players  missing 
significant  time. 

"I  hope  we'll  be  in  good  health,"  Oludaja 
said.
